Since asses.-ed valuations are far m 
excess of market values in Sedalia at the present time (m 
some instnces three to six times market values) it is apparent 
that school expenses in Sedalia must also be reduced more 
than they ha\e been becau-'e, with tremendous shrinkage in 
market values and rents, real estate simply cannot bear the 
load. 
It is certainly apparent to those in charge of city school 
matters, that permanent recovery will be much (luicker by co­ 
operating in a tax reduction program. 
Section 3. Article X, ronsm m ioa of Missouri provides that 
taxes ‘‘Shall be uniform upon the same class of subjucts wiiliin 
the territorial limits of tho aurhority levying the tax,” and 
Section 4, Article X, p.rovides that “ All property subject to 
taxation shall be taxed in “proportion To its valiio.”
